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Cal gary Musical Competition Festival 


General Rules 


1. AMATEURS. 

All Competitions, unless otherwise stated, are open to 
Amateurs only 

For the purpose of these 1 competitions an “Amateur” shall 
be defined as follows: “Any person whose principal means of 
livelihood is obtained from non-musical work, even if lie or 
she, from time to time, accepts a stipend or honorarium for 
musical services rendered.” 

2. TEACHERS. 

Any person who accepts or has at any time accepted re¬ 
muneration for teaching is debarred from competing in any 
.class connected with that particular branch of music which 
he or she has taught, with the exception of Class 49. 

Excepting that: Teachers of singing and professional vo¬ 
calists are permitted to sing with a choral organization of 
which they are bona-fide members. 

3. OPEN COMPETITIONS may be entered by any person, 
whether teacher, professional performer or amateur. 

4. THE CALGARY WOMEN’S MUSICAL CLUB TROPHY 
is open only to singers who have won a gold medal or equiva¬ 
lent certificate in a Vocal Solo class at a previous festival. 

A gold Medalist who has become a professional vocalist or 
teacher since winning the medal is not barred from this com¬ 
petition. 

5. RESIDENCE. 

In no competitions are there any restrictions with regard 
to residence or domicile. 

6. ENTRIES. 

An entry form will be found on the last page of this 
syllabus and can be detached. A further supply of forms can 
be obtained from the Secretary of the Festival, H. W. Roberts, 
1634 Broadview Road, Calgary. 

Entry forms, properly filled in, together with the neces¬ 
sary fees, must be in the hands of the Festival Secretary not 
later than April 14th, 1934. No entry can be accepted after 
that date. 

Orchestral class entries. The personnel of the Orchestra 
must be submitted with the entry form and all professionals 
playing in the various sections of the Orchestra must be 

The Committee reserves the right to refuse any entry. 
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No individual may be permitted to take part in more than 
one competition in I the same general class, i.e., to compete in 
more than one solo competition in the general class at the same 
Festival, e. g., only'one entry may be made by an individual 
in Vocal Solos, Certificate Classes; Vocal Solos, Open Classes; 
Piano Classes, etc. 

No winner of a Medal or a First Place Certificate 
may compete again in the same class in which Medal or First 
Place Certificate was won. 

It is not permissible for a competitor to take part more 
than once! in the same competition at the same Festival, pro¬ 
vided, however, that this does not apply to a Conductor who 
may conduct two or more bodies in the same competition. 


7. ORDER OF COMPETITORS. 

The order in which competitors are to be heard will be de¬ 
termined by ballot; the committee, however, reserves the right 
to alter the order if necessary. 


8. MARKS. 

Competitors will be marked on the decimal plan. 

In all competitions for shields, cups or certificates at least 
seventy-five per. cent, of the possible marks must be gained to 
obtain a reward. 

Exceptions: In Class 7 (Choirs from towns not exceeding 
3,000 population) and in the various classes for School Chor¬ 
uses, the certificates will be awarded if seventy per cent, of 
the possible marks is obtained. 


9. CERTIFICATES. 

All winning Choirs and Choruses and winners of first 
and second places in their respective classes will receive a 
Certificate. 


10. CHURCH CHOIRS. 

a. It shall be within the province of the Committee to 
recommend the non-acceptance of an entry from a choir in the 
city which, in their opinion, desires td compete in a class 
lower than the normal standard of its work warrants. 

b. Choirs entering in Class 3 may not enter in either 
Classes 4 or 5 nor may a choir entering in Class 4 enter also 
in Class 5. But’ any Choir which has a mixed organization 
of ladies, men and boys may, with the men and boys, compete 
in Class 6 even though the full choir is entered in one of the 
Classes for Mixed-voice Choirs. 

c. In all selections for a Choir or Choral Society where 
a part is marked “solo” or “verse,” that particular section 
must be sung “full.” 

11. MEMBERSHIP. 

a. Singers in Classes 3 to 7 (Church Choirs) must have 
been bona-fide members of the choir with which they perform 
for at least two months preceding the date of the competition. 

b. Singers in Class 12 (Service Clubs’ Male Chorus) must 
be bona-fide members of the Club with which they sing, but 
they may engage a Conductor, either professional or ama 

who is not a member of the Club. 
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12. SCHOOL ENTRIES. 

Any school or college working under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Education (Alberta) is eligible to compete 
in Class 72 to 77. and in Class 99. 

Competitors in these classes must be actual members of 
the school under the name of which the entry is made, pro¬ 
vided, however, that a School Chorus may engage the services 
of a professional or amateur to train and (or) conduct the 
Chorus. 


13. SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 

A Supervisor of Music in the schools is not permitted to 
conduct any of the choruses (excepting in Classes 77 and 78. 
at the time of competition. 

14. SUNDAY SCHOOL ENTRIES. 

In Class 79 (Sunday Schoo 1 Choirs) competitors must be 
under 18 years of age and must have been in regular attend¬ 
ance at the Sunday School for which they sing for at least one 
month preceding the Festival. 

15. COMPETITOR’S OWN SELECTIONS. 

a. For Calgary Women’s Musical Club Trophy and all 
Open Competitions (both vocal and instrumental) in which a 
selection is left to the competitor’s own choice, an entrant 
who has gained the award at a, previous festival is not per¬ 
mitted to again use the composition for the performance of 
which the award was made. 

b. In all cases where a selection of a competitor’s ovrn 
choice must be provided, a copy of the music must be handed 
to the Festival) Secretary not later than the first day of the 
Festival, this being plainly marked with nothing but the 
competitor’s number and the class entered. 

c. A competitor in any class in which the competitor’s 
own choice may be used cannot perform the same selection in 
more than one competition, neither can such competitor select 
a number that is already listed in any other competition in 
this syllabus. 

16. TRANSPOSITION. 

In) all vocal solos, transposition will be allowed from the 
stated key, but any competitor singing out of his or her class 
is liable to disqualification at the discretion of the adjudicator. 

17. COMPOSITION ENTRIES. 

In Classes • t compositions must be in the hands 

of the Festival Secretary on or before April 1st, 1934. Each 
manuscript must bear a nomde plume, and no other name out- 
side of the title of the piece, and must be accompanied by an 
envelope containing the name and address of the competitor 
with the nom de plume on the outside. 
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18. ELIMINATION OF CONTESTANTS. 

Where there is a large number of entrants in any solo- 
clasS'Tbr which two numbers have been prepared, the Adjudi¬ 
cator may direct that the competitors sing or play one selec¬ 
tion 5 as a preliminary test. In the event of such a test being 
necessary the first selection listed in the syllabus will be given. 
The Adjudicator shall then choose from amongst' the con¬ 
testants those that will compete in the final test. 

19. AGE LIMIT. 

In classes where an “age limit” is given in the syllabus, it 
is to be understood that a competitor shall not have attained 
the maximum age limit prior to the last day of the Festival, 
and certificates to age must accompany entry form. 

20. ACCOMPANISTS. 

Official accompanists will be provided for all competitions 
but competitors may use their own, accompanists if they prefer 
to do so. , 

A competitor in the Primary or Junior string classes may 
have his or her instrument tuned by a Teacher or other person. 

21. PROTESTS. 

Protests I carmot be considered unless made in writing di¬ 
rect to the Secretary during the Festival. 

22. SCHOOL CHORUSES. 

A competent teacher in any school of which he or she 
is a member of the faculty may present any number of chor¬ 
uses from that school for adjudication in the Festival. 

SPECIAL AWARDS 

23. CUPS, SHIELDS AND TROPHIES. 

All Cups, Shields and Trophies are purely Challenge Cups, 
Shields and Trophies and) are held by the winners for one 
year. In no event can they become the property of an indi¬ 
vidual or an organization.

CALGARY WOMEN’S MUSICAL CLUB Annual Scholar¬ 
ship of Fifty Dollars ($50.00).for additional tuition to the 
candidate under twenty-one years" of age and residing in Cal¬ 
gary who receives the highest number of marks in any sight¬ 
reading competition; a minimum of 90 marks out of a possible 
100 must be obtained to qualify for this scholarship.

CURCI” — Annual Scholarship of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) 
for additional tuition to the candidate under twenty-one 
years of age and residing in Calgary who receives the highest 
number of marks in any Vocal Solo class.
